The license number of the car us- 


ed by the man was given to police 
by a housewife who saw one UttU 
girl talking to the man. A check 
by City Police revealed the license 
had been issued to a car owned by 
the Garland City man_ 


Price was arrested this morning 


at Garland City and returned 
to 


Hope where the charges were filed. 
He was expected to be released to- 
day on a $2,500 cash 
bond, Mr.
